Stephen is supposed to have been 
stoned, and contrary to Hebrew style, 
contains, after the manner of Greek 
tombs, a shelf where two nngela could 
have sat, one at the head and the other 
at the feet. The locality now known 
as the Holy Sepulchre, and covered 
•with a church of that name, is an old 
Jewish tomb -which was discovered in 
the time of Emperor Gonstantine. Al- 
though popular sentiment has honored 
it aa the tomb of Christ, seholtus and 
explorers have uot with any great de- 
gree of unanimity so regarded it. 
One 


of the great objections against it is that 
it was -within the walls of the city, 
•whereas the craoifixion and burial are 
said to have been outside the oity.

The antipathy of the English press 


and people to the Republican party and 
their corresponding friendship for the 
Democratic party is generally ascribed 
to the protective principles of the for- 
mer and the tendency of the latter to- 
WarclB free trade.

They kept their stables 
and their kennels, entertained liberally 
and were naturally regarded by their 
admiring English cousins as a superior 
race of beings to the ."shopkeepers" 
and manufacturers of the north. When 
the rebellion broke out their sympa- 
thies were quickly and nnmistnkeably 
manifested for the South. They sup- 
plied the Confederacy with cruisers and 
munitions of war, gave shelter to her 
citizens and afforded them all facilities 
for plotting and working against the 
Union cause. 
When the South le- 


quired money the aristocracy of Eng- 
land furnished it. The great balk of 
the several issues of Confederate bonds 


now held by English noblemen. 


It is stated ia tha Eastern papers that 


the recent drunken exhibition given by 
the slogger Sullivan, and the dishonesty 
of the management in keeping the 
money of those who had paid to witness 
a contest between the blackguard Cham- 
pion and Mitohel, aroused snob a feeling 
of indignation and disgust that no sort 
of contest in the athletic line between 
professionals will now draw a crowd. It 
is about time that, the people ceased 
patronizing these swindling games. It

AN APPEAL FOB FUJT»S. 


Upon receipt of the news of Elaine's 


nomination the Freeman's Journal, of 
Dublin, had the following: 


It (the nomination) will be hailed 


with unbounded satisfaction by the 
Irish in America, who have, no doubt, 
been instrumental in its accomplish- 
ment. Blaine has been always a steady 
champion of the Irish, and—what is 
nearly as good—a stout opponent of 
British interests. His conduct especi- 
ally in 1867-68 will be long and grate- 
fully remembered by Irishmen. When 
in 1867 Augixstns Costello was arrested 
in Ireland for a "treasonable" speech 
delivered by him in New York two 
years previovsly and sentenced to fif- 
teen years' penal servitude, Blaina who 
was the Republican leader in Congress, 
made a series of powerful speeches in 
his behalf and in behalf of General D. 
F. Burke and others, which eventually 
succeeded in securing their liberation. 
They had the evidence of American 
citizenship in their possession, but they 
were disregarded as a defense, or as a 
protection against British law, and this 
aroused much excitement and indigna- 
tion in the States. Elaine's advocacy 
induced Congrbss to demand the release 
of the Fenians from English custody, 
and when the British Cabinet refused, 
on tha strength of the then existing 
treaty, the United States Government 
threatened reprisals with respect to 
British subjects then in the States. 
England, being well frightened, caved 
in, as became her, and Gostello, Burke 
and the rest were released. This triumph 
was mainly due to the masterly advo- 
cacy of Blaine, and the leaning he then 
showed towards Irishmen haa not since 
relaxed.

We, on this aids of the water, laugh at 
the mere suggestion of the idea that the 
Federal government will ever pay those 
bonds, which were issued to aid in its 
destruction, and yet the delusive hope 
of such action is hugged by the English 
bondholders aad is no doubt an impor- 
tant element in prompting the existing 
feeling. And there is some cause for it. It 
is a matter of fact that whenever the De- 
mocracy have put up a ticket which they 
regarded as invincible, the quotations 
for Confederate bonds have advanced m 
England. This has invariably been the 
case, even up to and including the nom- 
ination of Hancock. Their apparent 
reasoning, though fallacious, no dcrabt 
seems to them extremely plausible. The 
Democratic party, they may say, has its 
main strength in the South; all of its 
Southern members were Confederates; 
they will always have a lingering love 
for the "lost cause;" they must feel ft 
sense of deep gratitude towards those 
who stood by them and assisted them; 
and this feeling must prompt a desire 
to repay pecuniary obligations thus in- 
curred; the Democracy triumphant, the 
Confederates will be in the ascendant, 
with power to carry out this programme 
if they desire. 
That they entertain 


some suoh hope as this there is no 
doubt, for it is only within the past two 
or three years that a syndicate was 
formed in London for the purchase and 
concentration of the Confederate bonds 
held in England, and under their pur- 
chases fhe value of the bonds in the 
English market was for a time material- 
ly enhanced. There is no doubt but 
these operators are posted in the polit- 
ical prospects of the Democracy by 
shrewd observers on this side. Dur-

when 


his supporters regarded his election as 
gure, Confederate bonds were in de- 
mand in London. The nomination of 
Hancock, which provoked a burst of 
enthusiasm, again gave -them an im- 
petus which waned with Hancock's 
prospects. But it is significant that 
since the nomination of Cleveland they 
have not been quoted, which would Hat- 
urally indicate that the holders have re- 
ceived unfavorable advices concerning 
the prospects for his election. In this 
brief review of one of the bonds of sym- 
pathetic union existing between the 
Confederate English and the Confeder- 
ate Democracy we have no wish to 
"ware the bloody shirt" nor to convey 
the impression that Democratic ascen- 
dency may lead to the payment of the 
Confederate debt. The idea is absurd. 
The time has long since gone by for the 
accomplishment of such a purpose, even 
if it were ever contemplated, but we do 
insist that wherever and whenever tho 
interest of England is aroused in the af- 
fairs of <mr Government, and manifests 
itself on one side or the other of any of 
our internal controversies it is always 
with unfriendly 
intent towards this 


nation, aad the American people will 
to vise to take the other side.

The Ucebcc Trial. 


The trial of Burr Beebe for the mur- 


der of N. A. Phillips near Cedarviile on 
the 12th of April last it, occupying the 
attention of" ihe Superior Court of 
Modoc county at present. The prose- 
cution consists of the District Attorney, 
assisted by Gon'l John R. Kittrell, of 
Modesto, and F. W. Ewing, o£ AHuraa. 
The defense is represauted by Hon. J. 
J. May and J. M. McDonald, Jr. 


The crime for which Beebe is being 


tried was committed on the 12th of 
April of tho present year. Beebe and 
Phillips lived on adjoining farms and 
the deceased had been using a road on 
the Beebe farm and it was over this 
road that tho trouble originated. Beebo 
fenced the road and Phillips tore the 
fence down. The prosecution claim 
that Beebe and his brother lay in wait 
for the deceased and provoked tho 
quarrel which ended by Burr Beebe 
killing Phillips in cold blood. On the 
other hand tho defense claims that no 
such state of facts exists. That on the 
contrary the defendant bad started to 
Cedarviile to bavo Phillips arrested for 
trespass, and that while on the way ho 
was ovei taken by Phillips, was assaulted 
by him, and that tho consequent killing 
was a necessary measure of self-defense. 
That after the killing be (Boebe) came 
to Cedarviile and 
voluntarily sur- 


rendered himself into the custody of 
Justice A. K. Long. 
Up to this writing but three witnesses 


had been examined for the prosecution, 
and the case is likely to last well along 
into next week.—Northern Picket 12th.

Bad Hews for Fishermen. 


E. H. Buckingham, President of tho 


California Fish Commission, has re- 
ceived a letter from Livingston Stone, 
United States Fish Commissioner, which 
contains bad news for those interested 
in the welfare of the fisheries on this 
coast. It is nothing more or less than 
that the Government has decided to no 
longer maintain the United States hatch- 
ery on the Cloud river. This hatchery 
contributed more than any other to the 
propagation of tho finny tribe on this 
coast, and its loss will be particularly 
felt by those engaged in salmon catch- 
ing and canning industry on the Sacra- 
mento. No reason is given for this 
action, but it is probably owing to lack 
of funds and disasters from flood which 
have recently befallen the hatchery.

The Republicans of the United States, 


in national convention assembled, re- 
new their allegiance to the principles 
upon which they have triumphed in six 
successive Presidential elections and 
congratulate the American people on 
the attainment of so many results in 
legislation and administration, by which 
the Bepublioan party has, after saying 
the Union, done so much to render its 
institutions just, equal and benefioeut, 
the safeguard of liberty and the em- 
bodiment of the best thought and high- 
est purposes 
of our citizens. 
The 


Republican party has gained its strength 
by a quick and faithful response to the 
demands of the people for freedom and 
equality of all men for a united nation, 
assuring the rights of all citizens, for 
the elevation of labor, for an honest 
currency, for purity in legislation and 
for integrity and accountability in all 
the departments of the Government, 
and it accepts anew the duty of leading 
in the work of progress and reform. 


We lament the death of President 


Garfield, whose sound statesmanship, 
long conspicuous in Congress, gave 
promise of a strong and successful ad- 
ministration, a promise fully realized 
during the short period of his office as 
President of the United States. His 
distinguished success in war and peace 
has endeared him to the hearts of the 
American people. In the administra- 
tion of President Arthur we recognize 
a 
wise, conservative and 
patriotic 


policy, under which the country has 
been blessed with remarkable prosper- 
ity. We believe his eminent services 
are entitled to and will receive the 
hearty approval of every citizen. 


It is the first duty of a good Govern- 


ment to protect the rights and promote 
the interests of its own people. The 
largest diversity of industry is most 
productive of general prosperity and 
the comfort and independence of the 
people, the taxpayers, without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. 
We recognize the importance of sheep 


husbandry in the United States, the 
serious depression which it is now ex- 
periencing, and the danger threatening 
its future prosperity, and we therefore 
respect the demands of the representa- 
tives of this important agricultural in- 
terest for the readjustment of the duty 
upon foreign wool, in order that such 
industry shall have full and adequuta 
protection. We therefore demand that 
the imposition of duties on foreign im- 
ports shall be mado not for i avenue 
only, but that in raising the requisite 
revenue for the Government sxich du- 
ties shall be so levied as to afford secu- 
rity to our diversified industries and 
protection to the rights and wages o, 
the laborer, to the end that active and 
intelligent labor, as well as capital, 
may have its just reward, and the labor- 
ing man his *ull share in the national 
prosperity. 
Against the so-called economic system 


of the Democratic party, which would 
degrade our labor to the foreign stand- 
ard, we enter our earnest protest. The 
Democratic party has failed completely 
to relieve the people of the burden of 
unnecessary taxation by a wise reduc- 
tion of the surplus. The Republican 
party pledges itself to correct the irreg- 
ularities of the tariff and reduce the 
surplus, not by the vicious and indis- 
criminate process of horizontal reduc- 
tion, bxit by such methods as will 
relieve the taxpayer without injuring 
the laborer or the ereat productive in- 
terests of the country. The Reptiblicau 
party favors a policy which shall keep 
us from entangling alliances with for- 
eign nations and which gives us the 
right to expect that foreign nations 
shall refrain from meddling in Ameri- 
can affairs. The policy which seeks 
peace can trade with all Powers, but es- 
pecially with those of the Western 
Hemisphere. 
We demand the restoration of our 


navy to its old-time strength and effi- 
ciency, that it may in any sea protect 
the rights of American citizens and the 
interests of American commerce, aud 
•we call upon Congress to remove the 
burdens under which American ship- 
ping has been depressed, so thut it may 
again be true that we have a commerce. 


It is the duty of Congress to enact 


such laws as shall promptly and effect- 
ually suppress the system of polygamy 
within our Territories, and divorce the 
political from the ecclesiastical power 
of the so-called Mormon Church, aud 
that the laws so enacted should be rig- 
idly enforced by the civil authorities, if 
possible, and by the military, if need 
beThe people of the United States, in 
their organized capacity, constitute a 
nation and not a mere confederacy of 
States. The National Government is 
supreme within the sphere of its na- 
tional duty, but the States have reserved 
rights which should be faithfully main- 
tained. 
- , ., 
We have always recommended the 


best money known to the civilized world, 
and we urge that efforts should be made 
to unite all the commercia\ nations in 
the establishment of an international 
standard, which shall fix for all the rela- 
tive value of gold and silver coinage. 
The regulations of commerce with 


foreign-nations and between the States 
is one of the most important preroga- 
tives of the general Government, and 
the Bepublican party distinctly an- 
nounces its purpose to support such 
legislation as will fully and efficiently 
carry out the constitutional power of 
Congress over interstate commerce. 
Ihe principle of the public regulation 


of railroad corporations is a wise and 
salutary one for the protection of all 
classes of tho people, and we favor leg- 


> 
islation that shall prevent unjust dis- 
crimination and excessive charges for 
tranaportation, and that shall secure to 
the people and the railways alike the 
fair and equal protection of the laws. 


We favor the establishment of a na- 


tional bureau of labor, the enforcement 
of the eight-hour law, and a wise and 
judicious system of general education 
by adequate appropriations from the 
national revenue where the same is 
needed. 
We believe that everywhere the pro- 


tection accorded to citizens of American 
birth must b« secured to citizens by 
American Adoption, and we favor the 


settlement of national differences by 
international arbitration. 
The Republican party, having its 


birth in a hatred of slave labor and a 
desire that all men may be truly free 
and equal, is unalterably opposed to 
placing our workingmen in competition 
with any form of servile labor, whether 
at nome or abroad. In this spirit we 
denounce tin importation of contract 
labor, whether from Europe or Asia, as 
an offense against the spirit of American 
institutions, and we pledge ourselves to 
sustain the present law restricting 
Chinese immigration and to provide 
such further legislation as is necessary 
to carry out its purposes. 
The reform of the civil service aus- 


piciously begun under Republican ad- 
ministration should be completed by the 
further extension of the reform system 
already established by law to all grades 
of the service to which it is applicabla. 
The spirit and purpose of the reform 
should be observed in all executive ap- 
pointments and all laws at variance 
with the object of existing reform legis- 
lation should be repealed, to the end 
that the dangers to free institutions 
which lurk in the power of official pat- 
ronage may be wisely and effectively 
avoided. 
The public lands are a heritage of the 


people of the United States and should 
be reserved, as far as possible, for small 
holdings by actual settlers. We are op- 
posed to the acquisition of large tracts 
of these lands by corporations or indi- 
viduals, especially where such hold- 
ings are in the hands of non-resident 
aliens, and we will endeavor to obtain 
such legislation as will tend to correct 
this evil. W« demand of Congress the 
speedy forfeiture of all laud grants 
which have lapsed by reason of non- 
compliance with the acts ot incorpora- 
tion, in all oases where there has been 
no attempt in good faith to perform the 
conditions of such grants. 
The perpetuity of our institutions 


rests upon the maintaining of a free 
ballot, honest count and correct returns, 
\Ve denounce the fraud and violence 
practiced by the Democratic party in 
the Southern States, by which the will 
of the voter is defeated, as dangerous to 
the preservation of our free institutions, 
and we solemnly arraign the Demo- 
cratic party ns being the guilty recipient 
of the fruits of such fraud and violence. 
We extend to the Republicans of the 
South, regardless of their former party 
affiliations, our cordial sympathy, and 
pledge to them our most earnest efforts 
to promote the passage of such legisla- 
tion as will secure to every citizen of 
whatever race and color the full and 
complete recognition, possession and 
exercise of his civil and political rights. 


Appointments by the President to 


offices in the Territories should be 
made from bona fide citizens and resi- 
dents of the Territories wherein they 
are to serve. 
The grateful thanks of the American 


p»ople are due to the Union soldiers 
aud sailors of the late war, and the Re- 
publican party stands pledged to provide 
suitable pension for all who were dis- 
abled and for the widows and orphans 
of those who died in the war. The Re- 
publican party also pledges itself to the 
repeal of the limitation contained in the 
Arrears of Pensions Act of 1879, so that 
all invalid soldiers shall share alike and 
their pensions begin within the date of 
disability or discharge and not with the 
dato of the application.
